ARTHUR HENDERSON'S SONS

AMERICAN AUTOMOBILE 
EXPORTS REACH NEW RECORD 


$354,874,024 For First Six Months 
of 1929,- Beating Old Mark

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—A new 
high record for automotive exports 
was established in the United 
States during the first six months 
of 1929. The Commerce Depart- 
ment announced today they were 
valued at $354,874,924, which ex- 
ceeded the corresponding period of 
1928, the previous record, by $92,- 
200,361. 

In the last four years, the an- 
nouncement said, the value of au- 
tomotive exports has increased 94.9 
per cent, the value of exports for 
the first six months of 1926 being 
$182,.066,573.

Jack Fisher, presiding judge at 
the Madison Kennel Club, and his 
31-year-old wife, Mrs. Loma Smith 
Bafunno Fisher, former chorus 
girl at the old Park Theater, were 
fighting for possession of what she 
called “a cute little pistol” when 
a policeman entered an apartment 
at 616 Eastgate avenue at 3:30 a. 
m. yesterday. 

Mrs. Fisher sued for divorce last 
June. With the aid of private de- 
tectives and friends, she has been 
gathering evidence in an effort to 
support her charges of misconduct. 
She considered her descent upon 
the West End apartment a master- 
piece until police arrested her on 
«a charge of carrying a deadly 
weapon. 

“I had no intention. of shooting 
Jack. I didn’t want his blieod,” de- 
clared Mrs. Fister. “I simply car- 
ried the pistol for protection.” 

Has Judged 12,000 Races. 

Fisher could not be reached for 
a statement. He draws a salary 
of $50 nightly as presiding judge 
at the Madison track and has 
judged 12,000 greyhound races at 
the Madison and other tracks 
throughout the country. Until sued 
for divorce, he resided with his 
wife at 32834 Humphrey §satreet, 
where she still lives. 

Mrs. Fisher has a 12-year-old 
daughter by her first husband, the 
late Tony Bafunno, musician, and 
a 22-month-old son by Fisher. 

“I became suspicious of Jack for 
the first time when he left a wom- 
an’s handbag in ‘our car,” Mrs. 
Fisher, a slender brunette, related 
today. “Many a night 1 trailed 
him from the Madison track to 
various places where he met wom- 
en." Here Mrs, Fisher went into 
matters which she said _ she 
glimpsed and overheard while in 
alleys, backyards and hallways. 

“Saw Blonde in Window.” 

“Early yesterday,” she  con- 
tinued, “I traced him through a 
telephone number he gave to the 
third floor apartment of his friend 
‘Bud’ Howard, on Eastgate ave- 
nue, I took a policeman, a pri- 
vate detective and the detective's 
wife along. We saw a bionde in 
an orange dress at a window. 

“I ‘took off my shoes, climbed 
the fire escape and slipped into 
the kitchen when Jack came out 
with some garbage. I had heard 
voices of men and women, making 
merry. , 

‘“*are you alone?’ Jack asked 
when he returned and saw me. I 
said I was and he started after me. 
He grabbed me by the shoulders, 
shook me and turned my wrists. I 
broke away and got my .25 auto- 
matic pistol out of my handbag. 
Jack tried to take it away. | 

“I screamed at the top of my 
voice. It seemed like 50 hours be- 
fore the policeman got up the 
stairs. And then he says: ‘Hey, this 
is all wrong—I didn’t know you 
had a pistol, lady.’ ”’ 

Right of Search Refused. 

Mrs. Fisher wanted to search the 
apartment. The owner refused and 
the policeman ruled she could not 
do it without a search warrant. 
However Mrs. Fisher said she saw 
a blonde in the kitchen and had 
heard more than one woman's 
voice. Besides Fisher and Howard, 
a third man, an assistant judge at 
the Madison track, was present, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Fisher. 

‘The blonde screamed and beat 
it when I pulled the pistol,’ Mrs. 
Fisher recalled amusedly.

Shocks Extend From 


Toronto to Ohio and 


Pennsylvania—Chimneys Fall 
and Walls Crack.

BUFFALO, N. Y. Aug. 12.— 
Buffalo was shaken this morning 
by an earthquake which wag felt 
in varying degrees of intensity

chimneys were shaken dcwn and 
the walls of homes cracked.

north-south direction. 

The earthquake was thé first in

Lawrence Valley tembior in 1925. 


Earthshocks Felt at Niagara Falls, 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Aug. 
12.— Distinct earth tremors were 
felt here at 7:25 a, m, today. The 
disturbance lasted 10 seconds and 
in many sections of the city houses 
shook, furniture was displaced and 
dishes were thrown from tables 
and shelves.

The dead: Chester Hilton, engi- 
neer; L. A. Robinson, electrician, 
and Robert E. Williams, cold stor- 
age room workman, all of Hous- 
ton. 

At the hospital was Arthur 
Hodde, 22, Houston, whom physi- 
clans worked over an hour with 
oxygen after he was overcome by 
ammonia fumes.

The blast occurred while Hilton 
and Robinson were washing out a 
shell-tube brine cooler in the ice 
storage room of the plant, prepara- 
tory to repairing an ammonia leak 
in one of th tubes. 

Hilton’s body was blown 20 feet 
into a crushed-ice pit in which it 
was found more than an hour later, 
the pit having filled when water 
was poured into the wrecked room 
to wash out the ammonia. 

Robinson's body was blown 
through a cork-insulated wall into 
the adjoining milk storage com- 
partment.

and three others to appear at the

All were released on bond for 
their appearance for preliminary 
hearings Aug. 30 before United 
States Commissioner Burke. 

The gay red and white check- 
ered exterior of the roadhouse on 
the Manchester road nine miles 
west of St. Louis loomed in the 
glow of flood-lights as the agents 
returned from Hermann, Mo., 
where they had raided five bars 
and arrested their proprietors. A 
dancing team was entertaining 
when the agents entered, vut stop- 
ped abruptly when its music was 
all but drowned by the clank of 
bottles which guests kicked across 
the floor. 

The two who were arrested and 
the other five failed to tuke this 
precaution, however. 

Leo W. Carey, 4398 Olive street, 
made the mistake of putting a 
partly filled pint bottle of alleged 
whisky in his pocket, Agent Hogg 
said. 

The others refusei to treat the 
situation seriously, according to 
Dillon. 

“One said he was “Willie Green,” 
and another described himself as

ZEPPELIN READY 


FOR TOKIO FLIGHT 
TOMORROW NIGHT 


Dr. Eckener Sets Departure 
for 8 P. M. St. Louis 
Time, but Is Uncertain as 
to Route. 


TRIP EXPECTED TO 
TAKE FIVE DAYS 


Craft Will Cover Between 
6250 and. 7500 Miles on 
Second Leg of World 
Cruise. 


By the Associated Press. 
FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Germany, 
Aug. 12.—Dr. Hugo Eckener, com- 
mander of the Graf Zeppelin, this 
afternoon ordered the dirigible 
“cleared for sailing” on the Tokio 
leg of her flight around the world, 
at 3 a. m. Wednesday (8 p. m. 
Tuesday, st. Louis time). He ad- 
mitted the departure of the air 


liner might be delayed by unfav- 
orable weather until the same hour 
Thursday morning. 

In any case, the start will be 
made in the early morning hours 
as the low temperature then per- 
mits a maximum load of gas. 

“Everything is in perfect order 
-for the entire flight: around the 
world so far as necessary permits, 
visas and other governmental re- 
quirements are concerned,” Eck- 
ener declared. 

Soviet Most Obliging. 

“The Soviet Government has been 
most obliging in every respect. At 
the beginning of negotiations the 
Suviet authorities suggested a cer- 
tain route over the vast Russian 
territory to us We immediately 
asked them whether this was a 
prescribed or optional route, 

“The Soviets replied this was 
pmerely a suggested route based on 
their meteorological experience. 
They did not in the least wish to 
prescribe my course.” 

Eckener declared rumors cur- 
rent in Friedrichshafen that the 
Zeppelin’s departure would be de- 
layed by proscrastination of Rus- 
sia in granting permits to fly over 
Russian territory were “arrant 
nonsense.” 

“There is not the slightest string 
attached, not even as to where we 
must enter Russia.” 

Russian Scientist Along. 

The Associated Press correspond- 
ent understood from a trustworthy 
source that the Russians would 
prefer to have the dirigible enter 
from the direction of Koenigsberg, 
East Prussia, but this was a mere 
wish. If possible, Dr. Eckener will 
accommodat? them. 

In any case, Dr. Eckener feels 
the Russians have a keen acientific 
interest in the flight. 

“Just how interested the Rus- 
sians are may be seen from the fact 
that they, like the Americans and 
Japanese, accepted an invitation to 
send a representative along,” said 
the Graf's commander. 

“They significantly selected the 
famous professor of geography, Dr. 
Karklan of Moscow. To them our 
flight over Siberia, w :ere it is like- 
ly we will strike practically unex- 
plored regiuns, is apparently es- 
pecially interesting.” 

Asked whether he had already 
decided on his route acréss Russia 
and Siberia, Eckener replied: *“That 
is absolutely impossible to forecast. 
All I can say when we leave here 
will be that on the basis of the lat- 
est weather reports we will take the 
northern or southern route into 
Russia, 

A Five-Day Trip. 

“After that I must depend upon 
the conditions I find there. It will 
be just as on our ocean crossings. 
I may think when I leave Fried- 
richshafen that I can follow a cer- 
tain route across the Atlantic. Then 
suddenly when we get out to sea 
we find conditions have changed 
and I have to change my course 
accordingly. 

“So I would rather not predict 
anything as to the course we are 
likely to take astward.” 

Then with a smile and a shake 
of hds close-cr ped head, Eckener 
said: “After all that’s why the 
Zeppelin has a commander on 
board, to dctermine these things as 
the situation . rises.” , 

Passengers for the flight and 
newspaper correspondents covering 
the departure have been invited to 
the traditional tea on tomorrow 
afternoon when the last word on 
the start will be announced. 

The Zeppelin Works estimate 
that the Graf Zeppelin will cover a 
distance of 10,000 to 12,000 kilo- 
meters between Friedrichshafen 
and Tokic, according to the ro te 
chosen. This would be between 
6250 and 7500 miles. The Graf 
will need approximately five days 
to cover this stretch.

arguments prescnted by W. Gra- 
ham, president of the Board of 
Trade, in behalf of Great Britain. 

Curtius sail that Germany’s e-»- 
nomic situatio was just as bad, if 
not worse, than Great Britain’s 
Until three months ago there were 
3,000,000 German workers out of 
employment, Germany's part in 
world trade had decreased from 
12.7 in 1913 to 8.7, while exports 
have diminished 20 per cent.

98 Meteors Seen in Annual 
“Star Shower” of Perseids 
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“Tears of St. Lawrence” 
Seen Again Tonight if the. Sky ie 
Is Clear. 


Display ‘May’ Be 


a star-studded sky'‘for a back 

drop. a pagan hero and a 
Christian saint produced a_ gor- 
geous heavenly pageant last night 
as the annual “star showers” of 
the Perseids attained their maxi- 
mum in brilliaancy and number. 
Perseus, it was, who started the 
show, and St. Lawrence who gave 
it its name. 

Legend tells that it was named 
“The Tears 2f St. Lawrence” by 
Irish peasantry who observed that 
it recurred each year near that 
saint’s festival on Aug. 10. The 
American physicist, John Locke, 
in 1834 fixed the Perseids’ radiant 
in the constellation Perseus, from 
which the meteors seem to radiate 
in all directions. 

The show is thousands of years 
old, but last night proved it is still 
@ good one. To a Post-Dispatch 
observer posted on the roof of a’ 
West End apartment building it 
seemed slow in gtarting. Perseus 
rose in the northeast not long after 
dark and loosed a pot-boiler me- 
teor or two through light veils of 
cloud. But that was see by way 
Of prologue. 


First One Seen at 13: 45. 
The main performance did not 


get under way until after midnight, 
and then creakingly. At about 
12:45 a. m. a dash of quicksilver 
was flung across the sky. Several 
minutes later a yellgwish blob of 
light dropped away from Perseus 
languorously, like a spent ball from 
a Roman candle. Quickly there 
followed a series of meteors that 
bolted in long arcs, leaving trails 
resembling bright ribbons un- 
furled over the firmament. 

Then they began to dart into 
sight thick and fast, appearing both 
as balls and silver streaks. From 
1 until 2 a. m., when 33 meteors 
were observed, three or four often 
appeared within a minute, and at 
least once two elbowed one an- 
other through the stars. 

Perhaps the most spectacular 
Perseid of the night appeared at 
1:15 a. m. Lingeringly a _ large 
meteor rolled almost half way 
across the sky from north to 
south, leaving a trail of granular 
light like the mark of a silver 


W ITH all space for a stage and 


streaks. One meteor, seen between 
3 and 4 o’clock, reappeared after 
being lost to view. 

Between 2 and 3 o'clock only 22 
meteors were counted. In the next 
hour the number rose to 32. After 
4 o'clock when stars pailed and 
faint clouds again gathered only 
about half a dozen were observed, 
the last glowing brightly even in 
the dawn at 4:25 a. m. A total of 
98 meteors were counted between 
10 o’clock last night and 4:30 
o’clock this morning. Of these per- 
hags a dozen and did not seem to 
have their radiant in Perseus, 

The Perseids, so-called because 
their radiant is in the constellation 
Perseus, are identified by most as- 
tronomers with the comet which 
disappeared soon after its discov- 
ery in 1862 by the American as- 
tronomer, Tuttle. As they move in 
the same general path as did this 
comet, it is thought they are dis- 
carded fragments formed in its 
train as it approached the sun and 
was broken up. 

The earNest accounts of the Per- 
seids are found in anc.ent Chinese 
records of meteorologicai phenom- 
ena. They were mentiored fre- 
quently in the eighteenth ard nine- 
teenth centuries, but not entil the 
early part of the tatter century 
were they thoroughiy studied. 

Unlike the November LCeonids, 
which attain maxima every 33 
years, the Perse:ds appear each 
August with no remarkarie vari- 
ations in number. Their annual 
maximum is reached about Aug. 
11-12. After this time they are 
frequent for several aights, then 
suffer a sharp deciine, and dis- 
appear about Aug. 17. 

Rarely Strike the Ground, 

Meteorites, composed chiefly of 
iron, cobalt and nickel, are first 
seen at a height of about 70 miles 
when friction of the air envelope 
begins to burn them up. Usually 
they are consumed by time they 
have come within about 60 miles 
of the earth, and only rarely do 
they strike the grouna. Astrono- 
mers have estimated that as many 
as 146,000 million meteoric bodies,

Cash Ride. 


The Central Trades and Labor 
Union of St. Louis wenton rec- 
ord yesterday at its regular meet- 
ing as opposed to the latest attempt 
of the Public Service Cec. to obtain 
a 10-cent cash street car fare 
through an agreement with the 
city permitting it to offer to 
regular riders a book of 16 tickets 
for $1, the tickets to be good only, 
if used in the week for which is- 
sued. 

The weekly ticket plan, which 
Carries with ‘t a 10-cent cash fare, 
has been approved by City Coun- 
selor Muench for a 60-day trial, 
but Mayor Miller has not yet as- 
sented to it. Under this plan the 
only car riders who would enjoy 
a lower fare than 10 cents would 
be those using more than 10 rides 
in a given week, beginning each 
Monday. 

If the city administration ac- 
cepts the plan the street car com- 
pany no doubt will file the pro- 
posed schedule with the Public 
Service Commission and ask that it 
be made effective. The company 
already has an application pend- 
ing for a 10-cent cash fare, or four 
tokens for 35 cents. 

Edwards Cummings, delegate of 
the Sheet Metal Workers’ . Union 
made the motion opposing the new 
fare schedule. He described it as 
a pian to “sell Chinese money” to 
street car riders, 


“Kindergarten Philosophy.”’ 
Samuel Snyder, a delegate of the

Three Killed in Search for Cockpit 
Oover.

CLOVIS, N. M., Aug. 12.—Search 
from the air for a cockpit vent 
cover blown from an airplane at 
the take-off ended fatally for the 
pilot-owner of the ship, and two 
passengers here yesterday. 

Lieut. O. L. Stephens, who was 
at the controls, and Thomas E. 
Scully, 32 years old, and Philip 
Berry, 29, officers of the Clovis 
trans - continental airport, was 
killed. 

Observers said Stephens attempt- 
ad to bank steeply for a turn over 
a dry lake bed at an altitude of 
100 feet when the plane went into 
a sideslip and fell to the ground. 
The pilot’s body was found on the 
motor. Scully and Berry, who were 
in the passenger compartment of 
the ship, were pinned in the cabin. 

Stephens was on leave from 
Mitchell Field, New York, and was 
on his way to Cleveland to enter 
the national air derby there later 
this month. When the cockpit vent 
cover was blown off Stephens flew 
back to the field and after failure 
to find the cover afoot, started the 
search from the air. The flight on 
which the crash occurred was the 
second. Two mechanics had ac- 
companied him on the first. 

Stephens, who was 38 years old, 
was born and reared near Lincoln, 
Neb. His body will be taken there. 
He was unmarried. He enlisted in 
the American aviation corps dur- 
ing the world war and in 1926 he 
participated in air reconnaisance 
during flood relief work in New 
England. 

Scully was manager of the air- 
port and Berry assistant manager. 
The former is survived by his 
mother who lives in Baltimore, Md.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Aug. 12. 
—We are getting ready for the 
Friedrichshafen-to-Tokio flight — 
the second stage of the Zeppelin 
pioneer world voyage. 

Some of the passengers 
crossed from Lakehurst and im- 


mediately scattered to Paris and 
Berlin, expecting to start Wednes- 
day night, may miss the coveted 
chance of encircling the world by 
Zeppelin for which they paid as 
high as $9000, for there is a pros- 
pect that we may leave tomorrow 
night. 

A few hours after the Zeppelin 
touched earth yesterday found 
most of the officers snatching an 
afternoon nap. But they were 
soon up and busy again, eager to 
push forward the preparations for 
the next long trans-continental air 
voyage. Not a minute is being lost 
in overhauling the great airship, 
refueling, revictualing and general- 
ly preparing for our trip across 
Asia. 

The wives and families of the 
Zeppelin have the glory of the Zep- 
pelin just as much at heart as their 
men folks. Zeppelin-town’s women- 
folk have been trained to unques- 
tioning courage by years of watch- 
ing and waiting. 

Passengers in Festivities. 


Many of the passengers, far from 
being fatigued by the record trans- 
Atlantic airship voyage, joined in 
the festivities at the Kurgarten 
Hotel Saturday night, dancing until 
a late hour. No reception, official 
or otherwise, had been arranged. 
I often think that Friedrichs- 
hafen’s mental! attitude toward the 
comings and goings of the Zeppelin 
is an excellent forecast of the near 
future, when Zeppelins, as regu- 
larly scheduled steamers of the air, 
will provoke no more excitement or 
comment on landing than the dock- 
ing of ocean leviathans do now in 
world seaports. 
Of journalists aboard, Sir Hubert 
Wilkins was the freshest yester- 
day morning, rising at his accus- 
tomed hour of séven. He never 
needs more than four hours of 
sleep. 
Karl H. von Wiegand, who, next 
to Dr. Eckener and Capt. Lehmann, 
has had more to do with organiz- 
ing this pioneer flight than any 
other man except, perhaps, Von 
Meister, confessed to sleeping late.

Compared with steamer travel 
and attendant possibilities of rough 
sea and seasickness and the in- 
convenience of train travel after 
disembarking, our airship is the 
veritable magic carpet of the 20th 
century. 

Four or five steps into the pas- 
senger gondola and we hardly 
realize there is any motion at all 
as the Zeppelin rises and floats 
away far more steadily than 
steamer, train or automobile. 


Paris Nearer Than Pacific Coast. 


When an airship dock or mast is 
established in Paris, there is no 
reason why Americans with no 
more than one week's’ vacation 
should not spend three days and 
nights there with actually fewer 
hours spent traveling tHan if they 
had gone on a single journey to 
the Pacific coast. 
The air of suppressed excite- 
ment so patent to all Friday, has 
given way to undisguised satis- 
faction and jubilation. Dr. Eck- 
ener, was full of quips and jokes 
at breakfast and declared he was 
the happiest man on his birthday, 
that any occasion should be such 
a tremendous milestone in the his- 
tory of Zeppelins. He said: “I 
could not have imagined a more 
thrilling birthday present.”’

While maintaining the strictest 
discipline, Commander Eckener en- 
couraged full freedom between the 
crew and passengers. Every mem- 
bert of the crew—from officer to 
mechanic—has agreeable easy 
manners, with dignity and inde- 
pendent bearing.

One 
glance at them told me immediate- 
ly that I could trust my life and 
everything to these men.” ‘ Leeds is 
an expert aviator with long years 
as a pilot and the owner of several 
heavier-than-air machines. 

Several passengers, booked only 
as far as Friedrichshafen,” now are 
anxious to continue with the Zep- 
pelin around the world if there is 
room aboard.

prison conditions throughout the 
United States. 

“The Jefferson City institution 
has one of the best cell houses in 
the country,” says the handbook, 
“a beautiful flower garden, and a 
very good farm program in process 
of development. But apart from 
these things, it is difficult to find 
any features of the prison which 
can be commended in themselves, 
or compared favorably with like 
features in other institutions.” 

Referring to the grave defects, 
the handbook says: “These defects 
are to be found in the organization 
of the government at Jefferson 
City, in the very serious over- 
crowding, in low sanitary standards 
throughout the institution. in bad 
working conditions in the shops, 
in the medical program of both 
the general and the tuberculosis 
hospital, in the methods of disci- 
pline and in the lack of educa- 
tional program. The overcrowding 
is quite as bad here as in the Fed- 
eral penitentiaries at Leavenworth 
and Atlanta. 


Division of Authority. 


“In several states too great divi- 
sion of authority in handling pena! 
affairs can be found, but in no 
State is the idea of piural execu- 
| tives carried as far as in Missouri. 
| Such a division of authority does 
not give unity of management, 
prevents the fixing of responsibil- 
ity, and ofters unusually favorable 
channels four the play of political 
influences on institutiona!] control. 
While it is true that the type of 
control did not create the condi- 
_tions referred to in this com- 
| ment, it is just as true that. this 
| type of organization has been un- 
| able to prevent conditions from 
| getting steadily worse and seems 
to give little promise that it will 
be able to improve them. 

“The State might well study the 
organization for handling State in- 
stitutions in Minnesota and the 
tradition developed in that State 
for making appointments and for 
continuity in office. | 

“Aside from the excellent cell- | 
house referred to, which is so seri- 
ously overcrowded that the ad-. 
vantage of the type of construction | 
is largely lost, there are no other 
housing facilities in the institution 
which come up to modern institu- | 
tional standards. Two other cell- 
houses are not more than fair and . 
other, used for housing Negro pris- | 
oners, is so antiquated that it is 
hardly fit for human habitation. | 
It might possibly be tolerable for | 
housing one or two.men in a cell. 
but instead of this. the larger cells 
are used for four to six men each. | 
The ventilation is utterly inade-— 
quate for so many inmates. There | 
is no plumbing. and buckets must 
be used, a condition which is seri- 
ous enough when there is but one | 
man to a cell, but which becomes | 
intolerable when there are several. 

Makeshift Dormitories. | 


“The increase in population has 
made necessary the use of severa!] 
makeshift dormitories. These 
quarters were not planned for dor- 
mitory purposes and are so crowd- 
ed that the air in them does not 
seem fresh even in the daytine 
when the men are out. The crowd- 
ed condition makes utterly impos- | 
sible the kind of supervision that | 
is essential in institutiona]l dormi- |

tories. The old quarters for wom- 
en are now used for many times 
the number of men they can prop- 
erly house. The construction of | 
the dormitories ts such that even | 
a minimum standard of sanitation | 
cannot be maintained. 

“While the lack of equipment 
may be properiy charged against 
the inadequate appropriations 
made by the State, the upkeep of 
buildings is a responsibility of the 
management. A more generous 
use On janitor service of men now 
idle would greatly improve the ap- 
pearance and cleanliness of the 


buildings. 

“In the yard below the prison a 
small new celi house has been 
built for disciplinary purposes. 
While the conception of the use 
of this building seems to have 
changed a number of times, it was 
built primarily for the complete 
segregation of chronic offenders 
against prison discipline. The ceils

STUDY OF NARCOTIC ADDICTION 
GIVEN TO CRIME COMMISSION 


New York Group Finds 43 Pct. of 
Patients Examined Formed Habit 
Because of Sickness and Pain. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—The New 
York Narcotic Survey Committee, 
of which United States Attorney 
Charles H. Tuttle is chairman, an- 
nounced yesterday it had submitted 
to President Hoover’s Commission 
on Law Enforcement a study of 
narcotic addiction based on the re- 
cords of 1563 patients in a private 
hospital. 

Opium and its derivatives were 
found to have been used by 88.35 
per cent of the addicts. Sickness 
and pain led 43.448 per cent of the 
patients to form the habit; mental 
strain was responsible for 17.527 
per cent, 

Only 18 of the addicts, or 1.1 per 
cent, were under 21 years old, but 
819, or 56 per cent, were between 
36 and 66. Thirty-four per cent 
of thegrovp were professional men 
and women.

The punish- 
ment cells have only one merit, 
that they are not dark. The han- 
dling of the whole punishment sec- 
tion has been criticised many 
times as being left entirely too 
much in the hands of colored in- 
mates. 

“With conditions of overcrowd- 
ing such as obtain in this institu- 
tion it is probably not possible to 
build up a high morale, but little 
dependence here seems to be placed 
on morale and an unjustifiable 
amount of faith in the use of pun- 
ishment cells of a type which 
would not be tolerated in most 
prisons today. 

“The women have been taken 
from the insitution and are quar- 
tered in a remodeled farm house 
about a mile from the prison. They 
are still a part of the institution. 
While getting them out of the main 
prison is a step in advance it is 
but a short step. Its methods still 
dominate their treatment. This is 
the only institution in the country 
where representatives of this so- 
clety have seen women wearing a 
ball and chain. The women prie- 
oners, in a state of the size and 
wealth of Missouri, should . be 
taken care of in a separate institu- 
tion for women. Of the neighbor- 
ing states, Iowa, Nebraska and 
Kansas made this move severa! 
years ago. 

“Serious Crime by State.” 

“In the last published report of 
this institution it is noted that ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of the in- 
mates had not been arrested pre- 
vious to the offenses which led to 
this imprisonment, and of two 
years and less. It is impossible to 
avoid the conclusion that the 
State, by housing in an institution 
such as this, first offenders and 
those whose offenses do not war- 
rant a sentence of more than two 
years, is committing a more seri- 
ous crime against séciety than the 
short-time inmates committed, and 
that the institution is doing more 
to contribute to crime in the state 
than it ig to prevent it. 

“The State system of control 
should be centralized and addi- 
tional institutions should be de- 
veloped. This one is far too large 
for effective management, although 
it could be made fairly satisfactory 
for housing about half its present 
population. Until the whole sys- 
tem is reorganized the State of 
Missouri, judged by any recog- 
nized standard, must be placed far 
below other states that are com- 
parable to it in wealth or popu- 
lation.”

BERLIN, Aug. 12.—President 
Paul Von Hindenburg, who seldom 
appears in public now because of 
his advanced years, with nearly al?

each race, the Agua Caliente 
course has figured ail this out— 
in advance. 

The mutuvel betting will be 
taken care of by totalizers which 
will show the exact odds of each 
horse at any time during the 
betting and will tell definitely 
the finai rate of pay-off of each 


horse before the race is run.

Tse track is » constructed 
that the start any race, no 


matter at what « stance. will be 
out of chute in which a perma- 
nent stall starting gate is fixed. 
Seven such chutes are indicated 
around ‘he track. Announcers 
will tell the story of the race 
through amplifiers, as each post 
is passed. Every possible 
cushion t»> soften the inevitable 
blow of losin: the bank roll has 
been thought >ut in advance. 

On top of it is the $600.900 
grand total of purses to be raced 
for during the meeting.

“Pole” Position Best ? 


A CORRESPONDENT wants to 
know if the post position 
really makes any difference in a 
mile horse race. 

The best way to answer that 
is to take out the pencil and pa- 
per and get busy with the figures. 
The rail position means that the 
horse that holds the “pole” all 
the way round the mile tracks 
rums 5280 feet. Allowing at least 
three feet per horse, if the post 
position of a horse were No. 10 
he would be 30 feet out from the 
pole. If he had to circle the 
track in this position he would 
have to travel about 189 feet 
farther than the pole horse, a 
matter of 15 or 16 lengths! 

Of course, the horse does not 
actually stay that far out. The 
field straggled very soon after 
the start: but in most cases he 
outside horses take severa! lengths 
the worst of the racing, unless 
they are very fast breakers and 
can cut across the field without 
fouling. 

The new Agua Caliente race 
track is 90 feet in width. which 
would allow for a lineup of 25 
Or 30 horses. If the outside 
horse had to race near the out- 


‘side fence all the way he would 


have to travel an aggregate of 
565 feet farther than a horse on 
the “pole,” or a matter of some 
47 lengths! 

With the best of breaks, and 
mo matter what the length of a 
race. the pele horse has a de- 
cided advantage, and the out- 
side horse suffers a considerable 
disadvantage, especially if he is a 
slow beginner.

WITH REEFING BARS

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Aug. 12. 
—The extensive experience gained 
on the recent flights of the Graf 
Zeppelin both ways across the At- 
‘lantic will be of immeasurable 
value in preparing plans for the 
rest of the dirigible’s trip around 
the globe. 
The two-way journey has given 
Commander Eckener and his aids a 
full! knowledge of requirements. 
This enables the crew to undertake 
preparationg for the second stage 
of the cruise with a calmness which 
seems almost casual. 
Dr. Eckener states that the slight 
silackness in the cuter covering of 
the airship which was developed in 
the last flight, will be taken up 
by the installation of reefing bars. 
These will probably resemble those 
incorporated in the new English 
airships. 
How Reefing Bars Will Work. 
These reefing bars amount to a 
set of longitudinal rods mounted 
eccentric bearings which will en- 
able them to be rotated, thus in- 
creasing the rotunding of the cross 
section of the many-angled main 
structure. At the same time they 
wil lallow the outer skin to be 
stretched or slackened at will. 
This new idea, with the addition 
of these reefing bars. is important, 
especially when it is considered 
that on the coming journey to 
Japan by way of Siberia there will 
be differences of temperature that 
will subject the airship to unusual 
strains.

THE INSIDE OF PROHIBITION 


By Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt 


Vill—The Beer Leak.

(In this article Mrs. Wille- 
brandt, discussing another 
type of “leak” in the prohibi- 
tion dam, tells how bungling 
played into the hands of the 
fly-by-night brewers and en- 
couraged originally honest 
near-beer manufacturers to 
evade the law.) 


HAVE attempted to describe 
| to some extent up to this point 

several principal sources of 
supply for the bootleg fraternity 
including leaks from privileges 
exercised by holders of permits to 
manufacture, sell and use dena- 
tured alcohol. 

There has been persistent leak- 
age, too, from breweries scattered 
about the country. Under exist- 
ing law, breweries or cereal bev- 
erage plants, as they are common- 
ly known, are permitted to man- 
ufacture and sell “near beer’ con- 
taining not more than one-half of 
one per cent of alcohol. In order 
vo manufacture near beer, how- 
ever, the process involves the cre- 
ation, first, of regular beer with 
an alcoholic content of five or six 
per cent, or in some cases, even 
more. The original product is 
then dealcoholized, that is, the 
alcohol is drawn out to one-half 
of one per cent as established by 
law. Constant leakage of “high- 
powered” beer has presented en- 
forcement authorities with an ever 
present problem. 


“‘Needled Beer.” 


Alcohol also is “shot” or 
“needled” into near beer. During 
the past year an extensive drive 
against breweries was launched 
in Pennsylvania. Much available 
evidence was brought to light con- 
cerning the methods in which 
breweries in that locality “shot 
beer,” as the Saying goes among 
the beer barons, but, due to in- 
junctions granted by the Federal 
Court from interfering with the 
privilege once granted, some of 
these establishments still hold 
permits, 


The method they use in Penn- 
sylvania is interesting. Most of 
the old barons have been driven 
to cover and forced to operate 
through straw men. The system 
utilized works out something aft- 


er _ fashion. The “Malt Broth- 
ers,” holding a permit to manu- 


facture cereal beverage, have been 


‘Caught cheating and have had per- 


missive privileges revoked. They 


still desire to continue, but under 


the law, the door to further per- 
mit privileges is shut. Nothing 
daunted, they secure three or four 


citizens, generally individuais with 
good reputations but keen to place 


the same, for of course a consid- 
eration, at disposal of the beer 
shooters, This group assembles, 
organizes a corporation, creates 
stock, promulgates by- 
laws, elects officers, “purchases 
the brewery,” on paper of course, 
secures a permit and starts work- 
ing, with the discredited permit- 
tees directing operations behind 
the scenes. | 
A series of hearings held in 
Philadelphia inan attempt to 
eliminate these organizations, dis- 
closed the fact that officers of ‘‘re- 
organized” breweries knew noth- 
ing about the beer business, had 
no financial means with which to 
buy a brewery, knew nothing con- 
cerning distributors or the cereal 
beverage they were supposed to 
manufacture, did strictly a cash 
business, made no deliveries and 
though manufacturing for an 
apathetic cereal beverage market, 
were able to keep going with all 
finances apparently sound! 
Quick Work. 
One beer racketeer calmly ad- 
vised the Assistant Administrator 
in Philadelphia that he was the 
“fastest beer shooter” in the 
State of Pennsylvania, and that if 
he, the Assistant Administrator, 
would leave town with his forces 
for about an hour, he would shoot 
enough beer to hola them for a 
month. This same modern brew- 
er also delivered himself of the 
statement that he would “shoot 
beer any time that he could get 
away with it.” The modus oper- 
andi in Pennsylvania is as fol- 
lows: 

The regular beer is manufac- 
tured and the brewery sends out 


its “spotters,” or spies who de- 


termine the location of Govern- 
ment officers, If the coast is 
clear, the regular beer is quickly 
“shot” out to what are termed 
“drops,” the latter being garages, 
o. other convenient hiding places, 
located about the community. 

During the past year, Prohibi- 
tion enforcement officers in Phil- 
adelphia unearthed a syndicate 
which had for its purpose the sup- 
plying of information concerning 
activities of Government officers 
to breweries. This organization 
was found to have corrupted some 
seven or eight members of the 
Prohibition organization. It had 
three offices, one in a city adja- 
cent to Philadelphia operated os- 
tensibly as a radio shop, the two 
other up-state. Former discred- 
ited agents, employed by this es- 
tablishment, were stationed out- 
side of the entrance to the Pro- 
hibition Headquarters. It was 
their duty to check in all prohibi- 
tion agents as they reported in the 
morning. This information would 
be relayed to the city adjacent to 
Philadelphia and thence up-state, 
where it would, of course, eb used 
to advantage, 


Some Tried to Be Good. 


Another method breweries have 
utilized in other sections to de- 
feat the law was the supplying to 
near beer establishments products 
conforming to the one-half of one 
per cent limitations, but accom- 
panied by secret supplies of aico- 
hol which was “needled” or 
“shot” into the glasses of near 
beer as served. 

These difficulties would have 
been reduced had the Government 
dealt intelligently, fairly and in 
a far-sighted manner with estab- 
lished breweries when prohibition 
took effect. Brewers had large in- 
vestments in plant and equip- 
ment and during the first two or 
three years of prohibition most of 
them made an honest effort to 
deal squarely with the Govern- 
ment, converting plants to other 
uses, building up a demand for 
near beer and disposing of the 
excess alcohol taken from the beer 
in a legal manner. Had the Gov- 
ernment adopted a forward-look- 
ing policy and protected the es- 
tablished breweries from fly-by- 
night competition fostered by poli- 
ticlans, there woula have been 
less leaks from the breweries, 

Instead, however, of restricting 
brewing permits as far as possible 
to old line dependable concerns, 
prohibition executives have too 
uften construed the law as mak- 
ing any person with a nice clean 
face and no guns sticking out of 
his pockets, eligible to enjoy such 
privilege after, of course, making 
application in due form and most 
important of all, bringing along 
with the application an endorse- 
ment of a Congressman, Alder- 
man, or some other politicians. 
Many of these new companies had 
little invested in the enterprise, 
knew little or nothing about the 
brewery business and were unre- 
liable in every way. The sole ob- 
ject, of course, was to keep about 
three jumps ahead of the law and 
while cutting in on the profits of 
the old established breweries, they 
not only surreptitiously sold near 
beer, the kind with the “kick” but 
in addition supplied large quanti- 
ties of alcohol to whisky bootleg- 
gers and carried on information 
agencies and “bribing” on the 
side. 

Easy Permits. 

The law provides that before 
a permit of any nature is is- 
sued prohibition authorities must 
make a careful investigation of 
persons who made application 
therefor. The character of some 
of the investigations made was 
ridiculous in the extreme. The 
general run of such inquiries 
would constitute interviewing the 
chief of police, a banker, and a 
few other persons whom the ap- 
plicant himself had probably 
named, Under such circumstances 
one can well imagine that the 
applicant would be painted in col- 
ors of a most attractive hue. 

I think one of the mose ingeni- 
ous evasions of law is that in- 
yolved in the manufacture of 
“wort.” The manufacture of this 
commodity and its sale to “wild- 
cat” or “alley” breweries originat- 
ed and has flourished extensively

LOST SWISS AVIATORS FOUND 
PREPARING FOR U. S, FLIGHT 


Two of Them to Take Off Soon, 
Possibly Tomorrow, From 
IAsbon for New York.

LISBON, Portugal, Aug. 12.— 
Three Swiss aviators, missing for 
three days, were found here today 
working busily on their airplane, in 
which two of them shortly, pos- 
sibly tomorrow, expect to take off 
on a flight to New York. 

The aviators arrived here Satur- 
day afternoon from Cazaux, 
France, making the 621 miles in 
six hours. The previous night they 
had spent at Escoblac on the 
Southwestern coast of Brittany. 
They left Le Bourget Field at Paris 
Thursday and when they were not 
reported fear for their safety was 
aroused. 

Their names are: Oscar Kaeser, 
pilot; Kurt Luescher, backer and 
mechanic; and Alfred Tschopp, 
navigator and mechanic.

Fe said his weight would be re- 
placed with gasoline, and he would 
await here news of his companions’ 
arrival.

U. $. FOREIGN TRADE FIGURES 
AMONG HIGHEST SINCE 1920 


Increase in Manufactured Exports 
More Than Offsets Drop in 
Sales of Crude Materials. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Ex- 
ports from the United States dur- 
ing the second quarter of 1929 were 
valued at $1,204,000,000, the high- 
est figure reached for this period 
since 1920. 

At the same time, the Commerce 
Department announces imports ag- 
gregating $1,164,000,000, the larg- 
est amount for any quarter since 
1920 except the first three months 
of 1926. 

The increase in exports, the 
Commerce Department said, _ re- 
sulted chiefly from large sales of 
manufactured articles and was es- 
pecially notable since exports of 
crude materials showed a consid- 
erable reduction.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 12.— 
On the eve of a hearing by the 
State Highway Commission of the 
desires of the Kansas City district 
relative to State roads, the Post- 
Dispatch has obtained official fig- 
ures showing the disparity in pav- 
ing between the region surround- 
ing St. Louis and that around Kan- 
sas City. 

For purposes of comparison, the 
territory within a 100-mile radius 
of the center of each city was 
taken, the area within Missouri be- 
ing about 30 per cent greater for 
the Kansas City section than for 
the St. Louis section because of 
curvature of the river boundaries. 

The St. Louis area has 468.8 
miles of paved highway, or 30.5 per 
cent of the 1533.5 miles of State 
roads designated within the area 
by the Legislature. The Kansas 
City area has 885.2 miles of paved 
highways, or 44.2 per cent of the 
1999.1 miles of State roads desig- 
nated in that section of the law- 
makers. 

A month ago, it will be recalled, 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce marshaled a large delegation 
from greater St, Louis in present- 
ing a demand to the Highway Com- 
mission for more road improve- 
ments in the vicinity of Missouri's 
largest city. Since then the Cham- 
ber has continued its efforts 
through private conferences. This 
activity aroused State-wide atten- 
tion and now Kansas City is to 
press its claims before the Commis- 
sion. 

To Present Kansas City’s Claims. 

Tomorrow afternoon a delegation 
of 15 persons, representing the 
Kansas City Chamber of Commerce 
and the County Courts and im- 
provement associations of Jackson, 
Clay and Platte Counties, will ap- 
pear before the Commission. The 
presentation of data and requests 
will be in charge of Lou Holland, 
executive manager of the Cham- 
ber. The St. Louls Chamber of 
Commerce has insisted that it is 
not seeing to array the two sides 
of the State against each other, but 
that it wants justice for its own 
side. Kansas City interests have 
replied that in their opinion the 
St. Louis region is not at a disad- 
vantage, and Kansas City has been 
aroused to speak for itself. 

To the objection that Kansas 
City has a greater mileage of 
roads in its area than Sst. Louls, 
the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce was told that the 1921 Leg- 
islature was responsible for the 
designation. However, the cham- 
ber argued that the highway com- 
mission had discriminated in favor 
of Kansas City in providing more 
hard pavement. It was charged 
that Theodore Gary of Kansas 
City and Macon, former chairman 
of the highway commission, had 
been instrumental in favoring the 
western part of the State. 

From the standpoint of heavy 
population, traffic congestion and 
preponderance of revenue for road 
construction and maintenance from 
the State gasoline tax and auto- 
mobile license fees, St. Louis in- 
terests have insisted, the eastern 
part of Missouri deserves the most 
roads and the greater proportion 
of pavement. 

Figures Prepared by State. 

The official figures on the distri- 
bution of roads were prepared for 
the Post-Dispatch by the Surveys 
and Pians Division of the State 
Highway Department. In addition 
to completed work, pending con- 
tracts, nearly all of which are ex- 
pected to be ‘completed this year, 
are included in the data. Areas 
and road mileages were figured 
within the exact confines of the 
100-mile radius from each metrop- 
olis. 

The St. Louis district measures 
14.626 square miles and its 1633.5 
miles of designated highways 
amount to one mile to 9.54 square 
miles of area. The Kansas City 
region contains 18,979 square miles 
and its 1999.1 miles of designated 
roads are the equivalent of one 
mile to 9.49 square miles of area. 
In this respect the sections are 
the two areas contain 33,605 square 
miles, or 48 per cent of the State, 
and together they have 3532.6 miles 
of highways designated, or 46 per 
cent of the present 7640-mile sys- 
tem.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Aug. 10.—Commander Byrd has 
applied another ally of the air- 
plane to polar exploration. For 
the first time aerial views and pho- 


tographic maps have been taken 
in the unknown continent. Our 
work during the last - Antarctic 
summer proved that the airplane 
combined with the aerial camera 
has opened a new field of explora- 
tion. The mysteries of the unknown 
world will not only be disclosed, 
but also its secrets will be returned 
to civilization. 

It is startling how much the air- 
plane adds to one’s conception of 
the vastness of this great ice-cov- 
ered land. The eye looks over 
hundreds of square miles of terri- 
tory at a glance, sees its long roll- 
ing expanses of white, the inequal- 
ities of its surface which show 
pressure beneath, the outcropping 
of rocks which definitely mark the 
presence of land. 

The work of gigantic forces 
which twist and break the barrier 
into deep and awful chasms is ap- 
parent as it can never be to the 
lonely traveler who may stand in 
awe on the brink of a great preci- 
pice but who cannot see the many 
miles of similar upheavals and 
openings on either side of him. But 
to one in an airplane, all the mag- 
nificent vista is exposed at once in 
all its intricate relationship. 

A Permanent View. 

So with the aerial camera. The 
machine registers such a view in an 
instant so that it may be returned 
to the laboratory and there care- 
fully studied at leisure, And it 
records much more faithfully than 
the eye and retains all the marve- 
lous outlines of these manifesta- 
tions of nature which can only be 
understood when studied in their 
entirety. 

Already these photographic maps 
have indicated lines of pressure and 
force which may be full of mean- 
ing to the expert gilaciologist. 
When the work of next year fs 
completed and the entire map of 
formations about the Bay of 
Whales made from the air it may 
be possible for the first time to 
learn some of the at present un- 
known causes for this unusual in- 
dentation in an otherwise smooth 
barrier edge. 

When looking at a photograph- 
ic map of the Antarctic one feels 
much as though one were in reality 
over the ice and snow, although one 
is probably somewhat warmer. 
The photographs for such maps are 
made at a high altitude and may 
be pieced together to form a larg® 
mosaic which portrays the terrain 
as it could be shown in no other 
way. Air views are taken from a 
lower altitude and with a camera 
of greater focal length than the 
mapping photographs. 

Theee latter are single shots and 
are instructive and may often be 
artistic. Among them are photo- 
graphs of icebergs, unusual pres- 
sure conditions which may be &se- 
lected for study, deep crevasses, 
dog teams on the trail and our 
camp, Little America. The aerial 
camera’ gives Commander Bryd a 
photographic history of the expe- 
dition’s work from the vantage 
point of the air where everything 
within a large area may be in- 
cluded. 

Horizon 132 Miles Away. 

An idea of the view shown an 
aerial protograph for map-making 
is conveyed in the statement that 
from an altitude of 10,000 feet the 
horizon is 132 miles distant an: 
is visible, while on the surface the 
curvature of the earth limits the 
observer's view to less than five 
miles. | 

As a dog-sied party goes over 
the snow their visible world is 
about 75 square miles, whereas 
from the airplane at 10,000 feet 
this visible world is increased (to 
more than 60,000 square miles. The 
aspeed of the airplane and the in- 
creased range of vision have made 
it possible for Commander Byrd w 
accomplish in a few hours explora- 
tion which would, if possible at all, 
require months with a dog team. 
Just compare his first flight over 
King Edward Land with the only 
other trip made there—that of 
Prestrud and his two companions

utes than did either Scott from his 
ship or-Prestrud from the surface, 
and on the return trip easily saw 
the Rockefeller Mountains in the 
distance and flew over them. It 
was an easy matter under such con- 
ditions to photograph the moun- 
tains, lay the photographs out in 
a strip map and show the trend 
of the range and the relationship 
between the peaks. 


More Peaks Than Supposed. 


Not only that but the photo- 
graphic map disclosed much more 
than even Commander Byrd had 
been able to record with his un- 
aided vision, and the number of 
actual peaks in the range proved 
to be many more than he had first 
supposed. It was a striking indi- 
cation of the value of aerial map- 
ping over newly discovered terri- 
tory. 

Since that time it has been pos- 
sible to study this map at leisure 
and draw many interesting conclu- 
sions. Control points have been 
established as the result of the 
survey made on the ground by the 
geological expedition to the moun- 
tains and also by airplane. The 
position of every peak can be defi- 
nitely fixed upon the map, 

The one long photographic flight 
also showed how many things may 
be recorded on the barrier edge by 
the camera, things which either es- 
cape the eye or are forgotten in the 
mass of detail with which the 
memory becomes burdened after 
such a pioneer flight. For in- 
stance, when it came time to de- 
velop and study the map of the 
barrier edge, some interesting pres- 
sure ridges that may indicate-land 
were shown some distance north- 
east of the Bay of Whales, 

They ran indand for several 
miles, a criss-cross of lines having 
a central line of cleavage. There 
was also a long tongue of ice 
stretching out from the barrier, 
which seemed about to break loose 
and which we may find next sea- 
son has gone to join the other bergs 
m the Ross Sea.

Memory of the Camera. 


It can readily be understood that 
although the human mind can rec- 
ord with a fair degree of accuracy 
images within the limited view on 
the ground, the memory may be- 
tome confused when the range of 
view is increased, as in the air, 
and is changing at the rate of 100 
miles an hour. The aerial cam- 
era serves as the eyes and mem- 
ory of the airplane and the aerial

THE TARIFF’S TOLL ON PROGRESS. 

The tribute levied on achievement by the proposed 
new tariff bill is strikingly pointed out by a corre- 
spondent of the magazine Time, who writes: “Is it} 
not strange and unfortunate that the three crowning | 
endeavors of mankind—education, medicine and re- | 
search—must pay the highest tariffs to ‘carry on’?” 

He then gives several instances of the high rates, 
proposed for articles used in these fields. Among 
them are: surgical instruments, duty 70 per cent: 
dental instruments, 60 per cent; microscopes, 45 per 
cent; optical glass, 50 per cent; psychological appa- 
ratus, 40 per cent. The hardship worked on research

STABILIZING THE FARM MARKET. 

The Federal Farm Board seems to be devoting 
itself earnestly to the job of making “orderly mar- 
keting” something more than a shibboieth. In doing 
this it is carrying out the plain purpose of the relief 
act. The success of the board will be measured 
largely by the extent te which it can bring about, 
through farmers’ co-operative organizations, the adop- 
tion of sound marketing methods. 

Nature has come to the aid of the board. There 
is a prospective world shortage of wheat. Hence} 
we have a perfect set-up for an adequate testing of | 
the board's policies. If we were faced with a world | 
wheat surplus, the board at the outset of its career 
might feel impelled to resort to experimental meas- 
ures, possibly with disastrous results to the whole 
relief program. As it is, the board, with unques- 
tionable wisdom, is refusing to be rushed into “sta- 
bilization” operations.

NE of the first and most important 
() v=: of stream-flow records in the 

State is in connection with the 
development of the latent water power 
resources of the Ozark region. The 
potential water power of this section 
of the State which it will be eco- 
nomically feasible ultimately to develop is 
estimated as 600,000 horsepower. Up to 
the present time only 20,000 horsepower 
has been developed. 


That the devélopment of the _ full 
potential power would be of great 
benefit in the way of extending the 


use of electrica! service, stimulating manu- 
facture, and creating of the Ozark region a 
wonderful pleasure resort district that 
would be visited each year by many thou- 
sands of pleasure seekers, is so obvious as 
not to require lengthy discussion. Any one 
who has visited Lake Taneycomo. which 
was created by the construction of the 
hydro-electric plant of the Ozark Power 
and Water Co. on White River, has been 
impressed with the remarkable benefit 
which has accrued to that vicinity as a re- 
sult of the construction of the plant. It is 
reasonabie to expect that the other sections 
of the Ozark region would be equally bene- 
fited if the streams in those sections were 
developed. 


Prior to beginning the stream-flow in- 
vestigation in 1921 there was apparently 
little interest in the development of the lat- 
ent water power resources of the State. 
Little reliable information was available 
to show the extent of the power possibili- 
ties. Largely as a result of the stream- 
flow records that have been collected so 
far, an gctive interest is now being taken 
in the development of these resources. 
Power profects exceeding 500,000 horse- 
power are being planned. 

On Osage River the Mixsouri Hydro-Elec- 
tric Power Co. hag obtained final license 
from the State and the Federal Power 
Commission to build a dam four miles 
above Bagnel in Miliér County. The dam 
will be about 95 feet high and will create 
a lake having a length of 86 miles and 
an area of 86 square miles. The piant will 
have a capacity of about 125.090 horse- 
power. Some preliminary construction work 
has been done. 

On Current River the same company has 
obtained @ preliminary permit from the 
Federal Power Commission for the con- 
struction of two or more dams between 
the mouth of Jacks Fork and Doniphan, 
and is now developing piang for them. The 
total capacity of the proposed plants is 
about 190.000 horsepower

The extent of the asédabie water gup- 
ply is the limiting factor Which determines 
the size to which*any town éall grow. Some 
cities of the Gast and West are finding it 
necessary to spend huge gums of money in 
order to reach out to distant places to get 
supplies of water adequate to meet their 
rapidly growing needs. Even in places so 
near as some of the towns of Southern 
Illinois the procuring of Sn adequate wa- 
ter supply during dry summers is an ecute 
problem. As the population of the interior 
part of Missouri grows, the problem here 
will gradually become more acute. Reil- 
able stream-fiow records will form the basis 
for solving the problem. 


Large steam power plants require large 
volumes of water to supply their condensers. 
From 690 to 1000 tons of water are re- 
quired for every ton of coal burned. For 
this reasen such plants will be built in the 
State only where an edequate supply of 
water at all times is definitely assured. 

Many industries use considerable quan- 
tities of water in the various processes of 
manufacture. The inland towns of Mis- 
souri do not yet have many manu es. 
The location of industries ip thege towns 


will be stimulated by the const of 
the system of electrical transm nes 
which is gradually being built over the 


State. This will give the small town fac- 
tories the some opportunity of being eiec- 
trically operated at g low cost as those in 
the large cities, and will greatly encourage 
the location of factories” in the smaller 
towns. e trend of industry is westward. 
This is an economic necessity—it is neces- 
sary to eliminate the {freight costs of sbip- 
ping the raw materials to the East and the 
finished products back to the Middle West. 
Industries will be located only where ade- 
quate and dependable water guppiies are 
assured. |

Cook slowly 45 minutes; then add 
blanched almonds and cook 10 
minutes longer. Turn into sterilized 
glasses or jars and when cold cover 
with melted paraffin. 

Tomato and Apple Conserve. 

One pint tomato, fresh or 
canned; one pint apple, diced; one 
lemon cut in small pieces, three 
cups sugar. 

Combine the ingredients and 
cook the mixture until it is thick 
and clear. Turn it ‘nto clean, hot 
glasses and cover it with hot par- 
affin when cold.

Two general methods are 
in applying aeria!l photography to 
mapping, namely, making a map 
with the photographs and con- 
structing a map from the photo- 
graphs.

The map of the mountains which 
we have made down here is a pho- 
tographic map made by carefully 
fitting together a number of pho- 
tographs. When combined with 
control points, maps of great ac- 
curacy can be constructed, as well 
done in the Rockefeller Moun- 
tains.

What would 
become of us if everything that 
happens out there were quite clear 
to us? 

So I confine myself to telling 
him a few amusing things. But he 
wants to know whether I have ever 
had a hand-to-hand fight. I say 
“No,” and get up and go out. 

But that does not mend matters. 
After I have been startled a couple 
of times in the street by the 
screaming of the tramcars, which 
resembles the shriek of a shell 
coming straight for one, somebody 
taps me on the shoulder. It is my 
German master, and he fastens on 
me with the usual question: “Well. 
how are things out there? Terri- 
ble, terrible, eh? Yes, it is dread- 
ful, but we must carry on. And 
after all, you do at least get decent 
food out there, so I hear. You look 
well, Paul, and fit. Naturally it’s 
worse here. Naturally, the best for 
our soldiers every time, that goes 
without saying.” 

He drags me along to a table 
with a lot of others. They welcome 
me, a head master shakes hands 
with me and says: “So you come 
from the front? What is the spirit 
like out there? Excellent, eh? Ex- 
cellent?” 

I explain that no one would be 
sorry to be back home. 

He laughs uproariously. “I can 
well believe it. But first you have 
to give the Froggies a good hiding. 
Do you smoke? Here, try one. 
Waiter, bring a beer as well for 
our young warrior.” 

Unfortunately I have accepted 
the cigar, so I have to remain. And 
they are all so dripping with good 
will that it is impossible to object. 
All the same I feel annoyed and 
smoke like a chimney as hard as 
I can. In order to make at least 
some show of appreciation I toss 
off the beer in one gulp. Imme- 
diately a second is ordered; people 
know how much they are indebted 
to the soldiers. They argue about 
what we ought to annex. The head- 
master with the steel watch-chain 
wants to have at least the whole of 
Belgium, the coal-areas of France, 
and a slice of Russia. He produces 
reasons why we must have them 
and is quite inflexible until at last 
the others give in to him. Then 
he begins to expound just where- 
about in France the break-through 
must come, and turns to me: “Now, 
shove ahead a bit out there with 
your everlasting trench warfare— 
smash through the Johnnies and 
then there will be peace.” 


I reply that in our opinion a 
break-throuzh may not be possi- 
ble.

They 
understand of course, they agree, 
they may even feel it so, too, but 
only with words, only with words, 
yes, that is it—they feel it, but 
always with only half of them- 
selves, the rest of their being is 
taken up with other things, they 
are so divided in themselves that 
none feels it with his whole es- 
sence; I cannot even say myself 
exactly what I mean. 

When I see them here, in their 
rooms, in their offices, about their 
occupations, I feel an irresistible at- 
traction in it, I would like to be 
here too and forget the war; but 
also it repels me, it is so narrow, 
how can that fill a man’s life, we 
ought to smash it to bits; how can 
they do it, while out at the front 
the splinters are whining over the 
shell-holes and the star-shells go 
up, the wounded are carried back 
on waterproof sheets and comrades 
crouch in the trenches — They 
are different men here, men I can- 
not properly understand, whom |! 
envy and despise. I must think of 
Kat and Albert and Muller and 
Tjaden, what will they be doing? 
No doubt they are sitting in the 
canteen, or perhaps swimming— 
soon they will have to go up to 
the front-line again. 

In my room behind the table 
stands a brown leather sofa. I sit 
down on it. 

On the walls are pasted countless 
pictures that I once used to cut out 
of the newspapers. In between are 
drawings and postcards that have 
come my way. In the corner is a 
small iron stove. Against the wall 
opposite stand the book-shelves 
with my books. 

I used to live in this room before 
I was a soldier. The books I bought 
gradually with money I earned by 
coaching. Many of them are séec- 
ondhand, all the classics for exam- 
ple, one volume in blue cloth 
boards cost one mark twenty pfen- 
nig.

One shelf is filled with schoo! 
books. They are not so well cared 
for, they are badly thumbed and 
pages have been torn out for cer- 
tain purposes.
